Mode of Procedure Whore Commercial 
Cates Are Triad. 
The “haudelsgericbt,” or commercial 
court, is presided over by one Judge 
and two laymen known aa “knndels 
ric h te r—commercial judges nominat­ 
ed by commereial bodies aud appoint­ 
ed by the government. Any German is 
eligible who is registered as a mer­ 
chant. thirty years old, and otherwise 
qualified as specially provided by law. 
Only commercial cases are sent to this 
departm ent upon motion of either par­ 
ty. 
I witnessed a trial between m er­ 
chants and was much pleased with 
the Speedy method of determining the 
case. 
Instead of subm itting technical busi­ 
ness questions to a jury, who in all 
probability never heard of the like be­ 
fore, and then offering the testimony 
of experts on each side of the case, 
which often has a tendency to con­ 
fuse the Jury rather than to enlighten 
them, thc German commercial judges 
possess personal experience In busi­ 
ness and skill in affairs of commerce 
of the greatest value in arriving at 
correct conclusions. 
Besides, the pro­ 
cedure. as a rule, is brief sad to the 
point and causes little delay to the 
litigants. 
So far as I could observe. 
this system worked very satisfactorily.

The “Moodus noises," fam iliar to old 
residents of Moodus and Bast Had­ 
dam. Conn., are probably kindred phe­ 
nomena, although they seem to be 
somewhat more definitely associated 
with subterranean earth shocks than 
are typical brontide and the same may 
be said of the gouffre of Haiti, which— 
at least to some cases—Is easily recog­ 
nized as of subterranean origin. 
Although system atic investigations 
of bromid I are of recent date, occur­ 
rences of the phenomena have been re­ 
corded from early times. 
Lord Bacon 
mentions “an extraordinary noise to 
the sky when there is no thunder," 
and similar sounds were known to 
Humboldt and Bousslngault 
Captain 
8 tn rt a pioneer explorer of Australia, 
wrote in 1829: 
"About 3 p. rn. of Feb. 7 (during the 
Australian summer) Mr. Hume and I 
were occupied tracing the chart upon 
the ground. 
The day had been re­ 
markably fine. There was not a cloud 
to the heavens nor a breath of air to 
be felt. 
On a sudden we beard what 
seemed to be the report of a gun fired 
at the distance of between five and six 
miles. It was not the hollow sound of 
an earthly explosion or the sharp crac­ 
kling noise of falling timber, but In 
every way resembled the discharge of 
a heavy piece of ordnance. 
“No one was certain whence the 
sound proceeded. 
Both Mr. Hume and 
myself thought It came from the north­ 
w est 
I sent one of the men up a tree, 
but he could observe nothing unusual. 
The country round him appeared equal, 
ly flat on all sides and thickly wooded. 
Whatever occasioned the report, It 
made a strong impression on all of na, 
and to this day such a sound to such a 
situation Is a m atter of mystery to 
me.” 
Science has not fully solved the mys­ 
tery of brontidt but it can hardly be 
doubted that the origin of these sounds 
Is really subterranean. 
From a focus 
far underground the Jar of settling 
rocks sends vibrations to the surface— 
not at one spot, but over a wide area. 
Then lf the overlying air Is calm and 
homogeneous it also is set to vibration, 
and lf the vibrations are of the right 
period to be audible the result Is a 
booming sound of altogether indefinite 
location. 
It Is simply “in the air.”—

AERIAL TRAIL BREAKING. 


Amazing Speed and Endurance of the 
Wild Swan In Flight. 
It is Impossible for one who baa seen 
only the common mute swans floating 
about in the artificial lakes of city 
parks to Imagine the grandeur of a 
flock of the great whistlers to their 
wild state. 
In “Wild Life and the 
Camera" Mr. A. R. Dunmore gays the 
sight is one of the most impressive In 
nature. 
Arn the huge birds rise Into the 
air It seems as lf an aerial regatta 
were being sailed overhead, the swans, 
each with a wing spread of six or sev­ 
en feet, moving like yachts under foil; 
sail. 
Once the swans are fairly ender way 
their speed is amazing, nearly a hun­ 
dred miles an hour, and that, too, with 
no apparent effort, for the slow wing 
motion is very deceiving. 
Their en­ 
durance is as surprising as their speed, 
tor they are said to travel a thousand 
miles without alighting. 
The flocks are usually led by an old 
and experienced swan, and It Is said 
that as one becomes tired of leading. 
or It might be called aerial trail break < 
tog. his place is taken by another 
whose strength la equal to the task, 
and so they continue until they reach 
their destination, the southern feeding 
grounds of the winter or the nonhero 
breeding places of the summer. Occa­ 
sionally they stop to rest to the region 
of the great lakes. 
Not many years 
while on their wnv north, a large 


number stopped above Nlgara 
and more than a hundred were 
some extraordinary mischance car 
over the falls and killed to the 
lug waters. 
Whether the swans prepare to 
special way for their southward 
ney Is not known, hut before 
north they Indulge In the curious 
known as “ballasting"—that to to 
they eat great quantities of sand, 
what purpose no one knows.

Every prison in Siberia has a secret 
crim inal society—an "artel” or union. 
Their unity of purpose is self pro­ 
tection against the com m on enem v, 
the governm ent.

plug of tobacco, a package of playing

A regim ent of soldiers is alw ays 
stationed there to crush any dem on­ 
stration against the governm ent.

these parts of Siberia, it was tinder 
m ilitary protection, w hirh I paid for 
by num erous and liberal tips.

L oitering about 
these places are the tonghe-t looking 
crim inals im agination can picture—

The m ilitary officer would alw ays 
conduct me to the so-called hotel, tell
